BOYNE HOUSING COMMISSION EARNS NATIONAL AWARD 


What a difference a year makes 


Representatives of the Boyne City 
Housing Commission recently trav- 
eled to Washington D.C. to accept a 
Successful Performers Award from 
the Department of Housing and Ur- 
ban Development (HUD). 

The award comes one year after 
the commission had been shocked by 
receiving a poor review, which was 
apparently due to problems stemming 
from a new assessment system. 

“The problem they had was in 
their inspection process,” said hous- 
ing commission executive director 
Todd Sorenson, commenting on the 
previous rating. 

“This is a bit of vindication on our 
part,” he said of the award, noting that 
the questionable inspection not only 


devastated staff members, but the 
residents as well. “The residents took 
that personally.” Also, he added, the 
reputation of the housing commission 
had been damaged, despite the fact 
that in previous years, “we had been 
100 percent proven performers.” 

The Public Housing Assessment 
System (PHAS) was implemented by 
HUD about three years ago, and re- 
views public housing in the areas of 
management, financials, resident sat- 
isfaction, and physical inspection. It 
was the physical inspection portion 
of the assessment on which the com- 
mission received its erroneous poor 
rating last year. 

During their Washington visit last 
week, Sorenson and other commis-

The Meisterheims first became involved in 
mentoring students in the fall of 1994, when they 
were approached to become a site for the , 
Miaheyyun Day Treatment Program, based in 
Antrim County. 

After they’d accepted their first student, Tracy 
said, “it did him so much good, in our eyes, to. be 

_inthis one-on-one mentoring” that they decided 
they’d like+to offer the opportunity to more 
students. 

“It became very apparent that i it was a bi ig need 

in this community,” Tracy said. “We developed . 
"..{the] program as a response to what \ we saw asa 
 community.need.” ; 

_. Students are referred to Wagbo i in various 


through the court system, Once a referral is made, 
the Meisterheims do an interview with the student, 
the sponsor (who pays for the mentorship, 

typically the school), and the parents or guardians. 

“They come out to the farm and we show them 
what the program is about,” said Tracy. The 
Meisterheims are up front about what the experi- 
ence will entail, which means the realities of day- 
to-day life on the farm. 

“If it’s cold and wet outside, you'll be cold and 
wet,” Tracy laughs. “If we do firewood four 
weeks straight, you’ll be sick of it.” 

The decision to ultimately join the program is 
up to the student. Once he or she has decided they 
want to participate, the student then signs a 
commitment letter “that they’ll stick with it for the 
whole school year.” The school and parents also 
sign a commitment letter, stating that they will 
support the student in the pursuit for the entire 
school year. 

_ Wagbo takes on up to five students each school 
year, with each student spending one day a'week ~ 
at Wagbo with them. And what they find there is a 


little dose of farm life, and a whole lot more. 


Each student has chores to complete each day 
they are there, including feeding and watering the

“The initial funding is enough to 
get the project started,” Sorenson said, 
though secondary funds will be 
needed to finance the entire project. 

The new facility will definitely be 
constructed, but the timeline depends 
on the funding situation. 

“One way or another we are go- 
ing to get the apartments built,” he

In building a complex of two-bed- 
room units, the commission hopes to 
address the needs of other types of 
residents than those for which a single 
bedroom apartment is adequate, such 
as a parent caring for a child with 
physical problems, or an elderly child 
taking care of an even more elderly 
parent. Also, Sorenson said, couples 
might simply want more room. 

The commission has received zon- 
ing clearance on the property, and is 
planning to go back to the planning 
commission to request permission to 
adjust the building on the site, to ad- 
dress some safety issues regarding the

I’m sure that many of us attended gradua- 
tions this weekend, and maybe a few open 
houses along the way. If not, you surely 
couldn’t have missed all the signs, balloons, 
and yards overflowing with cars and people 
giving recognition to some lucky graduating 
senior. :

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Enjoy Michigan’s rare plant life

Northern Michigan is known for its extraordinary 
shorelines. It is also home to a collection of extraor- 
dinary plants that are found nowhere else on earth. 
With the warm weather on its way, residents and 
tourists will be flocking to the shore. When you are 
there, take a few moments to admire the rare plants 
that live there year-round. 

The bright purple blooms of the Dwarf Lake Iris 
grace the conifer woods near the northern shorelines 
of Lakes Michigan and Huron from mid-May to mid- 
June. At little more than 4 inches tall, these delicate 
biooms seem like unlikely candidates for surviving 
the harsh winters of the Upper Great Lakes. Because 
of its beauty and the fact that it is found only in 
Michigan, the Dwarf Lake Iris has been designated as 
Michigan’s state wildflower. 

These rare and beautiful plants are an important 
part of the shoreline ecosystem and a valuable part of 
our shared natural heritage. They are also threatened 
with extinction as a result of loss of shoreline habitat 
due to increased human activity in shoreline areas. 
Shoreline development, vegetation clearing, heavy 
foot traffic, and illegal vehicle traffic represent major 
threats. The Dwarf Lake Iris is listed as a “‘threat- 
ened” species by the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service 

and is protected by Michigan's threatened and 
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endangered species law. 

As the summer continues, other threatened plants 
will make their appearance on the shoreline. In mid- 
summer, the yellow buttons of the Lake Huron Tansy 
create a splash of color where dunes meet the 
beaches, and the Pitcher’s Thistle adorns the Great 
Lakes dunes with its creamy white flowers. Come 
fall, the Houghton’s Goldenrod will beautify damp 
areas along the shore with bright yellow blooms. 

These plants are an important part of what makes 
Northern Michigan special. We all need to do our part 
to ensure that these plants survive into the future. The 
Tip of the Mitt Watershed Council, with support from 
‘the Michigan Department of Natural Resources 
Nongame Wildlife Fund, encourages you to learn 
more about how you can help protect the rare and 
unique plants that live along the Great Lakes. 

Enjoy the extraordinary beaches and remember: 
you share them with extraordinary plants that live . 
nowhere else on the earth!

animals need to be checked for any visible health problems that 
need to be attended to, At the beginning of the year, the students 
perform their chores with their mentor’s help; by the end of the- 


‘school year, they are expected to be able to complete their chores, © 


correctly, on their own. The purpose, said Tracy, is a “building of 
responsibility over the course of the school year, building a sense 
of pride’. in taking care of other living creatures. 

After chores are done, the student then “participates in whatever 
is happening on the farm that day.” Over the range of three seasons 
that the students are involved, those tasks can range from working 
in the gardens in the fall; to working with firewood and lumber in 
the winter, to maple syrup production and planting in the green- 
house in the spring: ‘“They’re just part of the family that day,” Tracy 
said.' ‘ 

And while the students get lots of lessons in farming, the goal of 
the program is really built around the relationship between the stu- 
dent and the mentors. 

“The goal of the program has to do with teaching appropriate 
responses to conflict,” Tracy said. “We use the farm as a vehicle to 
develop the relationship with a. mentor so we can talk about those 
issues.” ; 

And though many of the students have not had any previous 
expereince with farm animals, the animals themselves do play an 
important role in the program. Taking care of the animals, said Tracy, 
fosters a “sense of ownership and responsibility of taking care of 
another living thing.” Also, she said, working with animals’ helps 
students learn about things like compassion, trust, respect, and, yes, 
communication. For instance, when working with the horses, Tracy 
said, “they have to understand how to communicate with that horse, 
that yelling and swinging a fist in his face will not get you the result 
you’re looking for.” The students learn how to communicate with 
the horses to get the desire response; then, she said, you can talk 
about how the same principals work with people. 

Another aspect of the experience that seems to make a big im- 
pression is the daily farm family lunch. Whoever is at the farm on a 
given day, whether it be staff, volunteers or students, take part in a 
sit-down lunch. It is often a multi-generational event, said Tracy, 
where folks sit down and talk over the meal. “That tends to be a 
pretty novel experience for a lot of these kids who don’t sit down 
with their families around the table and have a discussion,” she said. 

Students do, however, have the chance to make their families 

part of the Wagbo experience, by inviting friends and family mem- 
bers to the end-of-the-year banquet like the one held just last week 
.at Wagbo. Each of the students is alfowed to invite 10 people, and 
Tracy said they often find themselves trying to get the kids to pare 
down their lists, because they want to invite “everybody.” Even so, 
it’s normally an event with about 60 or 70 people attending, with 
picnic tables set up and burgers on the grill. It’s a time, Tracy said, 
for the students to “show off.” 

And the families, it seems, also get a lot out of seeing their stu- 
dents’ accomplishments. Said Garcia, who’s been coming to the 
banquet with son Jason for three years, “We just look forward to it.”

They spent 
time walking ‘around town, framing 
potential pictures with empty slide 
frames to get an idea of what pictures 
they wanted to take. The students 
then committed to the three pictures 
they wanted to get, and used digital 
cameras to capture their chosen sub- 
jects.
